Thirty six years ago we started our business in Kebere 
Aubulance service was only occasionally called for and we offered 
and geve- that service free for wany years, Hay we say that we 
ereatiy enjoyed giving this emergency help to friends and atrangers 
alik, Buring the first twenty five years of this time our Joseph 
Nipin was also @ member of the Heber Valley Volunteer Fire Departrent,. 


With the tremendous growth of traffic and the wany fold 
increase in the demand for ambulance service, plus the expansion into 
Summit and vbuchesne Counties with our business, we found it necessary 
to expand our ambulance facilities and to charge for the same. 


Today, in order to try to meet the demands, wo. keep two 
double outfits made up at keber, two at Roosevelt and one double at 
Park Citye To wan these outfits at all houra is quite a probleme 
Thrauch the years we have had te refuse to Give servise only about 
twice, when &li of these outfits, plus the extra station wagon we 
keap at kober add at Roosevelt (with mado bp atretchers to go in then) 
have been in servicoe E E l

We believe that this ambulance problem is now much larger 
than us sax and too important to be ignored. We believe that it 
is in a class with fire fighting and needs to be a public respons- 
ability. 
We are bringing our decision to you first. We expect to take 
it to the Duchesne County Commission at their meeting Monday and 
then to Summit county. Tho latter helped put an ambulance service 
in Kamas so we have only the Park City area with which we are concerned 
We expect to give this matter wide publicity so it will be known 
that we are not availasle after the last of the year. 
We believe that this service is now seriously interferring with 
our own business and we know that we cannot afford to employ help 
for this unprofitable, irnegular, sometimes unappreciated work.
